Borough  for  the  year  1973  <> 

The  statistics  have  been  prepared  from  records  maintained  by  the  Eealth 
Department  and  although  they  are  not  strictly  accurate,  they  are  sufficiently 
so,  to  be  able  to  affirm  that  the  general  standard  of  health  has  been 
satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  past  year.  Previously,  it  was  cu.^toiaf.'.-y 
to  await  the  Registrar  General’s  returns  which  had  taken  into  accoimt  the 
transfer  in  and  out  of  deaths,  births,  infant  and  me^ternal  mortality  but 
this  would  have  meant  waiting  until  after  the  dissolution  of  the  Authority, 
We,  your  officers,  felt  that  it  was  desirable  to  make  every  effort  to  include 
the  last  chapter  on  health  before  finally  closing  the  record  book.  It  is 
gxatifying  that  the  statistics  for  the  final  year  are  satisfactory  and  that 
there  has  been  no  sudden  or  serious  deterioration  in  health  standa,rds  but 
rather  that  a steady  progress  has  been  maintained. 

Towards  the  end  of  1973 » Mr»  Aldrich  was  already  engaged  in  planning  the 
environmetal  health  services  for  Glyndwr,  Undoubtedly,  he  will  serve  . the 
new  authority  with  that  dedication  and  sincerity  which  has  characterised  his 
service  to  Denbigh, 

Dr,  Lyn.  Williams  and  I wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  the 
Borough  staff  for  their  unstinting  support  and  constant  courtesy.  We  also 
wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  keen 
interest  in  all  matters  affecting  the  health  of  the  people  of  the  town.

The  most  important  cause  of  death  was  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  which 
accounted  for  28  deaths.  Malignant  Disease  caused  a total  of  18  deaths  with 
cancer  of  the  lung  the  most  common  (6  deaths)  closely  followed  by  cancer  of 
the  stomach  (4  deaths). 

Two  deaths  occurred  in  infants  imder  one  year  of  age,  one  due  to  acute 
respiratory  infection  and  one  in  the  early  ne0.r5.tal  period  due  to  cerebra.1 
haemorrhage.  There  was  one  death  in  the  I/4  year  age  group  associated  with 
congenital  disease.  There  were  only  7 deaths  in  the  age  groups  5/44  years  of 
which  5 were  the  result  of  injury  or  violence.  80%  of  all  deaths  occurred  in 
persons  aged  65  years  and  over,

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


A weekly  collection  is  made  throughout  the  area,  all  domestic 
properties  are  provided  with  paper  sacks,  whilst  Business  premises  use  Bins 
or  sacks  whichever  is  appropriate*  3»400  and  500  Bins  are  collected  eacn 
week. 


Large  families  and  families  with  central  heating  are  issued  v/ith  two 
sacks  on  request,  whilst  the  general  puBlic  are  aBle  to  purchase  extra,  sacks 
from  the  Health  Department  at  Whitehall.  Provided  the  quantity  is  reasonadl 
all  refuse  including  garden  refuse  is  removedc 

A free  collection  of  refuse  is  made  from  Business  premises  once  per 
week  of  three  Bins  and  any  flattened  cardBoard  Boxes.  Any  additional 
collections  are  charged  for. 

The  Dennis  Paxit  IIIC  and  the  Musketeer  were  tested  By  the  Ministiy 
of  Transport  at  Wrexham  and  were  granted  a certificate  of  roadworthiness. 

REMISE  DISPOSAL 

All  the  refuse  from  the  area  is  deposited  at  one  tip  at  Meifod,  Henllan 
A full-time  attendant  is  employed  to  regulate  the  Tip. 

GenereR  refuse  and  old  motor  vehicles  from  the  Borough  are  accepted 
free  of  charge  at  Meifod  Tip  during  working  hours . 

SALVAGE 


Waste  paper  is  sorted  and  Baled  at  the  Old  Butter  Market,  Factory  Place 
The  depot  is  near  the  town  centre  and  waste  paper  and  cardBoard  can  Be 
Brought  to  the  depot  for  disposal  at  any  time  dirring  normal  working  hours. 

The  Bonus  scheme  paid  out  £215  to  the  refuse  collection  staff  in  the 
year  ending  31st  March,  1973. 


Householders  who  find  difficulty  in  making  the  refuse  sack  last  the 
week  would  ease  their  proBlem  if  all  the  cardoard,  newspaper,  and  clean 
waste  paper  were  to  Be  kept  separately  for  collection.

Animals  are  slaughtered  daily  including  Saturday  and  Sunday  from 
6 a<,m<,  to  8 p.m.  The  inspection  of  the  meat  takes  up  a large  part  of  the 
Department's  time  and  an  inspector  has  to  be  on  duty  every  weekend  to  insj.sct 
the  animals  slaughtered.  This  involved  102  hoirrs  of  duty  outside  normoE 
working  hours. 

All  the  Slaughterhouses  are  subject  to  regular  deta.iled  inspectiors 
regarding  food  hygiene  and  all  three  were  generally  satisfactory. 

Many  of  the  carcases  rejected  as  unfit  for  human  comsumption  v/ere 
brought  to  the  slaughterhouses  as  casualities,  all  the  persons  involved  have 
been  warned  of  the  risks  of  accepting  this  type  of  animal.

22  rural  properties  in  the  West  of  the  Boroixgh  are  supplied  with 
untreated  v/ater  from  the  North  Wales  Hospital  Main,  These  properties  liave 
a piped  supply  of  this  water  which  is  drawn  from  Llyn  Bran  and  which  is 
liable  to  contamination.  All  the  properties  on  the  supply  have  been  waii.ed 
either  to  fit  suitable  water  filters  or  to  boil  all  water  used. 

In  addition  to  the  North  V/ales  Hospital  and  property,  21  private 
properties  received  a piped  supply  of  treated  water  from  the  Hospital  Main .
